Panama, Nov. 27.—The junta, com- 


posed of Jose Augustin Arango, Tom- 
m Arias and Manuel Espinosa, held a 
Meeting, all the ministers of state and 
•ouncillors being present, and unani- 
mously decided to ratify tht canal 
treaty so soon as it is received here, 
and authorize Minister Buna-Varilla 
•fflcially to communicate the junta's 
decision to the United States govern- 
ment. The Decision of the junta was 
received with, great joy throughout 
the isthmus, without distinction of 
jarties or classes. Rear Admirals 
Walker and Glass have been informed 
of the action taken by the junta. 


Washington, Nov. 27.—Minister Va- 


rilla has received by cable an official 
confirmation of the press dispatch an- 
•ouncing the determination of the 
Panama junta to ratify the Hay-Bu- 
MU-Varilla canal treaty. 


Mr. Varilla 
informally communi- 


cated to Mr. Loomis acting sec- 
retary in the absence of Mr. Hay. 
Minister Varilla calls special attention 
to the fact that the message received 
by him is signed not only by the mem- 
bers of the junta, but also by the min- 
ister of foreign relations, which, he 
says, gives the communication the 
character of a formal decree of the 
government.

Hooper also 
fired twice at Alonzo Thomas, who 
had started to as-sist the. dying mar- 
shal as he lay on the street, but both 
shots missed. 
Hooper, after killing 


the marshal, moved slowiy down the 
street, holding back the gathering 
crowd with r.is icvolver, and reaching 
the cilgf .jf town started toward Van 
Burcn. ordering no one to follow him 
"under peisiilty of death. News of the 
tragedy spread swiftly and stores were 
closed that men might organize the 
ciiabe. which at once began. 


Armed business men pressed all
